(Continued trom Page One) 
ed in an organization called the 
“Young Pioneers” and farming 
people have been turned toward 
state farm organizations similar 
to communes. 

Continuing his talk at the 14 
February Civitan luncheon, Mr. 
Fishler said that polygamy is 
the rule of family life. In rural 
areas people live in compounds 
consisting of circular adobe huts 
with thatched roofs. Their sup- 
ermarket is a one-day-a-week 
open-air market in each village. 
Farming hasn't yet reached the 
oxen stage of development and 
very few tractors are to be 
found. Transport is lacking 
throughout the country. Also, 
school and hospital facilities are 
inadequate to the problems and 
needs of the nation.

Before starting their training 
they must be interview and test 
ed by VA counselors to deter- | 
mine their aptitudes and in- 
terests, McClelland explained. 

The training will be at gov- 
ernment expense and in addi- 
tion the veteran may receive 
subsistence allowances as well 
as the disablity compensation. 

The elibible veterans may en- 
roll in schools or colleges, take 
on-the-job training or institu-| 
tional on-the-farm training or 
enter other programs — which| 
combine classroom and on-the- 
[job training.
